Huns Paralyzed 
Prisoners Voices 


AMSTERDAM, June 7.—(UP)— 
Mathys Smets former United 
Press employe here and one of the 
few men ever to return from a 
Nazi death cell, today told how the 
Germans paralyzed the vocal 
cords of condemned prisoners be- 
fore leading them to execution. 

Smets was captured in 1942 
while trving to smuggle informa- 
tion to the British. For two and 
one-half years he was held under 
a death sentence in a German 
prison camp but for some reason 
Was never executed. 

“When 1 entered the death cell 
I listened to the prisoners being 
marched into the courtyard,” he 
said. “Sometimes I could hear one

NEW YORK, June 7.—(#)—The supply of cigarets for civilian 
smokers will be increased at least 15 per cent within the next two 
weeks, Joseph Calamia, president of the Retail Tobacco Dealers of 


America, Inc., said today. 


Calamia said he based his estimate on surveys among manufac- 
_turers and wholesale distributors. th ) 
He warned that the various! slightly improved manufacturing conditions, he added, will make 


the additional cigarets available. 


The tobacco dealers’ official said that another 
see a more substantial improvement in the civilian supply, but that 


the increase would be gradual. 


Cigaret-hungry Atlantans, who long have sought relief in their 
quest for nicotine, took a long puff and sighed with joy last night as 
they learned cigaret shipments to Atlanta wholesale distributors 
probably will be increased by approximately 20 per cent this week. 

After rumors circulated over the country that complete removal of 
the cigaret shortage might be accomplished over the weekend, The 
Constitution learned from local distributors that they expected only 


a “slight” increase. 


“All we know is that the over-all increase will be approximately 20 
per cent,” said an Azar Bros. spokesman 
“It won’t amount to very much...’

NO RICH MAN'S CLUB, BUT— | 


Truman Wants Raise for Solons, 
Turns Down Pay Plea of Workers 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—(?)— 
Asserting the congress should not 
be a rich man’s club, President 
Truman said today that the legis- 
lators should get $15,000 or $25,000 
a year instead of their present 
$10,000. In the same action-packed 
day, the President turned down an 
urgent request by labor leaders for 
immediate relaxation of wage con- 
trols. 

Mr. Truman said the Little Steel 
formula would stand, at least pend- 
ing a thorough study to be under- 
taken later of wage and commod- 
ity price controls. 

He made his views known to a 
news conference after the house, 
oh a record vote, insisted on grant- 
ing each of its members $2,500 
annual expense money. The sen- 
ate had refused to vote ‘a similar 
fund for its members, and some 
house members opposed it, saying 
the public would look with dis- 
favor on it as an indirect pay 
raise. 

Mr, Truman said he wouldn’t 
veto the house bill, although he 
indicated a preference for a direct 
raise. He said he felt himself in 
a position to suggest such a raise 
since he is no longer a member 
of the senate. 


Only a short time before Mr. 
Truman made his statement, AFL 
President William Green and CIO 
President Philip Murray had call- 
ed at the White House to press 
for quick revision of the Little 
Steel formula, by which basic pay 
raises have been limited to 15 per 
cent above January, 1941, levels.

Sick Veterans Held in Tower, 
Past Legion Commander Charges

Charges have been made against

‘mentally sick veterans are incar- 
icerated in the Fulton county tower 


‘for several weeks before they are | 


‘committed to the government men- 
tal hospital at Augusta, Ga. 

“It is an outrage that these men 
who develop mental trouble after 
fighting for their country should 
be kept locked up in the county 
jail, even though they have com- 
mitted no crime,” Kenneth Mur- 
rell, chairman of the veterans’ 
committee of the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Trades and a past post com- 
mander of the American Legion, 
said yesterday. 

While not denying that such con- 
ditions exist, John M. Slaton Jr., 
manager of the U.S. Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration here, said he would 
be willing to temporarily hospi- 
talize mentally sick veterans in 
the 11-bed emergency ward at Vet- 
erans’ Hospital 48, if he is author- 
ized by the courts committing the 
cases. 


“It's a shame that a soldier or a 
civilian is committed to jail if he 
is mentally sick,” Slaton § said. 
“There is no difference in mental 
sickness and physical sickness.” 


“If the judge, in committing the 
‘veteran to a mental hospital, will 
‘commit him to me, I will accept 
ithe veteran at Hospital 48 tem- 
porarily. We do not have the 
proper facilities at the hospital to 
care for the mentally sick for more 
than a few days or two weeks.” 

Murrell explained that he has 
had several people ask him why 
veterans should be kept behind 
bars with criminals because they 
are sick mentally. 


He added that, in several in- 
stances, the veterans are kept at 
the jail for periods of a month or 
six weeks. 

“These psychopathic’ cases 
should be kept in a place which 
is modeled according to their 
needs. 
of doctors, special foods, 
sheets and beds,” Murrell contin- 
ued, “Instead, they are locked

Under a compromise, by which 
the bill obtained bipartisan sup- 
port, the banking committee said 
in the “interpretation” that the 
bank, not the fund, would make 
long-term stabilization loans. The 
United States has veto power 
over United States currency han- 
dled by the bank.

Germany Lost 


700 U-Boats, 
Allies Reveal 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—(4)— 
More than 700 German subma- 
rines were sunk during the course 
of the European war, a _ joint 
Anglo-American statement dis- 
closed today. 


In a final joint monthly report 
on Atlantic U-boat warfare, Pres- 
ident Truman and Prime Minister 
Churchil) said also that many oth- 
er undersea craft had been de 
stroyed by the Germans them- 
selves in the last stages of the 
war. 

“With the surrender of Ger- 
many, the battle-of the Atlantic 
has ended,” the report stated. 
“German U-boats have ceased to 
operate and are now proceeding 
under Allied orders.” 


It added that most of the suc- 
cesses “have been achieved by the 
combined Allied naval and air 
forces working in closest co-oper- 
ation; others are due to mines 
laid from aircraft and ships; oth- 
ers to bombing in harbors, and a 
few U-boats were lost by marine 
dangers.”

Jackson Promises 
To Punish All Guilty 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—(UP)—The United States intends to 
bring to trial all European war criminals who had a hand in the 
“Nazi master plan,” including members of the German general staff 
and all persons who committed racial] and religious crimes, Supreme 
Court Justice Robert H. Jackson said today. 

The same fate awaits top Nazi 
officials and members of the Ges- 
tapo and S. S. forces. 

In a 5.000-word report to Pres- 
ident Truman, he said the United 
States has an “inescapable respon- 
mibilitv” to bring war criminals 
to trial The trials should be 
held preferably in association with 
ether nations, but this country 
should proceed “alone if neces- 
sary.” he said. 

Jackson, chief U. S. prosecutor 
of war crimes, reported to Mr. 
Truman on his preliminary trip to 
London to prepare the trials. He 
said much has been accomplished 
in amassing evidence and deter- 
mining procedure. But he would 
not estimate when the trials can 
start or how long they will last. 
This, he said, depends partly on 
other governments. 

AGREE ON METHODS 


He said the United States, 
France and Great Britain are sub- 
stantially agreed upon a method 
of procedure. Russia, he added, 
“while not yet committed, has 
been kept informed of our steps, 
and ihere is no reason to doubt it 
will unite in the prosecution.”

which killed 21 persons—are awaiting rescue in Dutch New Guinea’s 


fantastic “Hidden Valley of Shangri-La.” 


Air Corps officers are bat- 


tling mumerous problems to save them from their remote refuge 


Hidden Valley, populated by a 
tall. dark tribe of spear-wielding 
people strikingly different from 
the other New Guinea natives, is 
150 miles southwest of Hollandia. 
It is locked in among the Oranje 
mountains and, so far as is known, 
mo white man ever had reached 
this lost world. 

But paratroopers since have 
been landed to help effect a res- 
cue. 

The 21 Army personne] were 
killed when a transport plane 
crashed May 13 into a perpendicu- 
lar mountain wall rising 17,000 
feet. It is a part of the mountains 
completely encircling the valley, 
25 miles long and four miles wide. 

A lieutenant, a sergeant and a 
30-year-old WAC corporal sur- 
vived the crash with slight burns 
and shock. 

Since then they have been kept 
alive by field rations, medical sup- 
me and other comforts dropped 
y plane.

velopments in the Near East.”

“secret.” 

Both statements said that the 
federal action against them in- 
volved violation of freedom of the 
press. 

The first statement was given 
to a United Press reporter at 
Jaffe’s apartment, an~ expensive 
suite in a building just off Park 
avenue.

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Now, It's All Up to the Senate 


The overwhelming approval by the 
house of representatives of the Bretton 
Woods agreements is both significant and 
encouraging. 


The size of the vote, 345 to 18, is such 
that the world can have no doubt of this 
nation’s eagerness to co-operate whole- 
heartedly in the international monetary 
agreements. Under the Bretton Woods 
program, this nation would put up a sub- 
stantial portion of the $9,100,000,000 cap- 
ital of the world bank for reconstruction 
and development loans and the separate 
$8,800,000,000 fund for international cur- 
rency stabilization. Thus the house’s vote 
is a very concrete manifestation of U. S. 
eagerness to promote a workable world 
organization. 


Moreover, the fact that all but 18 of 
the house Republicans voted in favor of 
the agreements is a reassuring indication 
that legislation necessary to the setting 
up of a world peace structure will receive 
bipartisan support—at least in one house 
of congress. 


While it is true that all 18 of those who 
voted against the measure were Republi-

cans, the’ great majority of that party’s 
members voted for it, bearing out GOP 
Leader Joe Martin’s pledge, “There will 
be no party fight on this legislation.” 


It is notable, incidentally, that some of 
the most effective work done for passage 
of the bill was by Rep. Wolcott, of Mich- 
igan, ranking Republican. on the House 
Banking Committee. In a move for bi- 
partisan support, President Roosevelt sent 
Wolcott as a delegate to Bretton Woods, 
where representatives from 44 nations 
drew up the agreements last summer. The 
fact that Wolcott played such an effective 
role in the legislation’s passage by the 
house is a tribute to President Roosevelt’s 
foresight as well as encouraging to Presi- 
dent Truman, who has followed FDR’s 
policy in naming Republicans to such 
tasks. 


The senate now has both the Bretton 
Woods and the reciprocal tariff extension 
legislation before it. 


It is no exaggeration to say that its 
vote on those two issues may very well 
determine whether we’ll be back at war 
in another quarter-century.

Alert Opposition a Healthy Thing 


While the first inclination is to deplore 
.the frequent near-fisticuff meetings of the 
county commissioners of Fulton, on second 
thought one arrives at the inevitable con- 
clusion that such meetings are conducive 
to better government.

The late Chief Hugh Millians, whose 
untimely death removed a promising pub- 
lic servant before he had time to inaugu- 
rate reorganization, had found factional- 
ism within the department. He had dis- 
cussed this handicap with his friends. 


It was for this reason that Chairman 
Brown suggested, and recommended, that 
an outsider be brought in as chief. This 
the board refused. C. E. Mitchell, of the 
department, and a protege of the former 
chief under whom the department had 


reached the low state which led to a pub- 
lic demand for its reorganization, inherits 
a load which will test his character and 
ability. He inherits a long-standing chain 
of “gossip” that machinations have been 
afoot to promote a relative; that he takes 
orders from the retired chief; that he “has 


it in for” other members of the depart- 


ment. The Constitution has no official 
knowledge of these charges and does not 
join in them. The Constitution pledges to 
the new chief, as it did to his predecessor, 
its complete confidence and support in the 
tremendous job of reorganizing the de- 
partment into an efficient one. } 


It will require courage. 


All good citizens will join in support 
of the new chief and maintain it so long 
as he demonstrates his right to it. He is 
young and able and there is an oppor- 
tunity for him to make a name for him- 
self. 


Meanwhile, The Constitution asserts 
again that it believes the county commis- 
sioners are doing a good job. The recent 
development of health centers is but added 
evidence of progressive thought and 
action. 


But the majority faction itself should 
be glad of the fact that an alert minority 
opposition group, by criticism and investi- 
gation, serves to make for. a more pro- 
gressive and active board.

Don't Slash Taxes . 


. Editor Constitution: In a re-| 

cent issue of Time magazine were 
stated the aims of a congressional 
tax committee. among which were 
to speed the rebate of 5.7 billion 
dollars to corporations—this sum 
representing part of the money 
paid in excess profits taxes the 
past few years. These 5.7 billions 
would help them pay for recon: 
version and expansion, it was said. 

In the same issue I read that 
companies made more mbney this 
vear than they did in 1944—“this 
golden showing—due less to in- 
crease in volume than the fact 
that most companies have stopped 
tucking away cash for reconver- 
sion, postwar expansion; they have 
aiready put away all they think 
they will need.” 

It is inconceivable to me that 
with statements such as these be- 
lving the need for it, congressmen 
would ever. consider refunding 
taxes to corporations, and for a 
purpose they have admitgedly al-; 
ready provided for! 

I do not believe that with our

The Descriptive Word 


A querulous voice on the telephone took me 

to task for saying I had grave doubts about the 

pane cat wisdom of the FEPC (Fair Employment Prac- 

tices Committee) as now administered. The querulous voice said 
I was not intellectually honest. The voice then hung up. 

Well, that charge will have to take care of itself. 

The facts are, as stated before, I do have grave doubts about 
the wisdom of the FEPC. I do not have any doubts about the 
evils of. discrimination, but always I am worried about accom- 
plishing a reform by legislation when the legislation must deai with 
many intangibles, as it must in the FEPC or in New York state’s 
Ives-Quinn law. 


The FEPC, which may die with the present session of congress 
despite President Truman’s bold stand in its behalf, has no teeth 
except, and unless, a federal work contract is involved. 


; The Ives-Quinn law in New York state does have teeth. It pro- 
vides for hearings by a five-member commission when any person 
or persons file complaints charging discrimination by an em- 
ployer, a labor union or an employment agency. 


If a finding of discrimination is made, the law provides that 
conciliation shall be attempted. If this fails, the committee may 
file charges of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of $500 or a 
year in jail or both. 


Already New York, with some of the original enthusiasm gone 
and reality at hand, admits the task is “delicate.” 


It is. Delicate is hardly the descriptive word for the problem. 


What we have got, of course, is a mixing of the 


Economics 


and demand, prejudices, and a social problem of discrimination. 


If a Japanese-American and a Chinese; a Negro and a Japa- 
nese, a colored person and a white person, show up in application 
for one job, it is inevitable there will be a feeling of discrimination 
on the part of the person not getting the job. 


There are employers who advertise for “Catholfc only,” “Prot- 
estant only,” “Gentile only,” and if such employers are prevented 
from so advertising, as I think they should be, but manage to dis- 
cover the religious belief of an applicant, there certainly would 
be discrimination but no actual evidence on which to go. 


The law of supply and demand enters greatly into it. If a 
white employer, in time of depression, had one job which could 
be filled by a white or colored applicant, human nature would 
assert itself and the white man would get the job. The same 
force of human nature would operate in the case of any racial 
or religious tie-in with the employer. 


There is nothing law can do about it except to clutter the courts 
and thereby bring the prejudices before juries and into the jury 
boxes themselves. 


New York will find its committee having powerful pressures 
put upon it during political years and, quite inevitably the com- 
mittee will become corrupted, in one degree or another, and in 
one direction or another, by political pressure, 


There also is the factor of personality. Most 
Personality employers in businesses which deal directly with 
the public, put personality ahead of record. 


This is not merely proper, but necessary. A person with a 
better school record, or a superior record in a training school, 
might be the very worst person to choose for a job. A person 
with a record not so good, but with a personality suitable for 
public relationships, would get the job. 

It simply is not possible for courts to go into the matter of 
personality or to judge between two persons, one of whom claims 
he or she had the better record but was discriminated against in 


employment. 

The South Here in the south we have never had enough jobs. 
The uneducated poor white and Negro have suf- 

fered because of that fact. The low income of the south is eloquent 

testimony in support of this fact. 

The Negro has been discriminatéd against in this field. When 
the depression of 1929-35 came many jobs, theretofore monopolies 
of Negroes, went to white persons put out of employment by the 
depression. White employers obeyed human nature. 


If the south can keep her industrial gains of the war, if she 
can get more because of the freight rate victory, the Negro’s lot 
will improve. The law could help some, but a hard and fast law 
such as is proposed, would have dubious results. 


It is obvious that every thoughtful person wants to end dis- 
crimination. But what sort of a law to have, what provisions to 
include, how to create justice instead of more discrimination, are 
questions I can’t answer. An-FEPC which sought compliances 
and had the support of public opinion and labor organizations 
might be better than a law and a political committee.

The Use of Satire 
To Teach a Lesson 


Satire, as 99.99 per cent of you know, is the 
; use of exaggeration to emphasize a point. It is 
“Sia almost synonymous with irony. It is one of the 


most effective ways of exposing, by the written word, public vice 


or folly. 

In literature. satire provides one of the most illuminative and 
entertaining forms of reading. Satire not only makes its point, but, 
with the aid of humor, makes the point in manner the reader is not 
apt soon to forget. 

Satire is to the written word what caricature is to drawing, or 
pictured art. It overemphasizes the absurdity of its subject, yet 
stays close enough to literal truth to make that subject easily 
recognizable. 

Long ago I learned that satire is dangerous stuff to use in writing 
newspaper column or editorials. Presumably most of your readers 
recognize satire for what it is and, hopefully, catch your point and 
at the same time enjoy a chuckle. 

There are some, however, who seem incapable of reading any- 
thing without interpreting it literally. Always, after writing some- 
thing satiric that I gloated over—probably mistakenly—as rather 
good, I would, in a day or two receive letters from people who had 
been blind to the satiric intent and took me to task, basing their 
criticism on literal reading. It was discouraging. It convinced that, 
for some readers at least, it was dangerous to place too much re- 
liance upon their sense of humor. 
mild exception, the use of satire in the daily task was foregone. 

. ’ However, there has come to my attention a 
scathing Satire piece of satiric writing so clever, that points 
a lesson we all should learn and remember, I am going to reproduce 
it here. The lesson it would teach is the folly of believing protes- 
tations by Germans that they were, all along, entirely innocent of 
any responsibility for the criminality known as Naziism, or Hit- 
lerism. 

The article appeared first, so far as I know, in the Chicago Sun 
on April 22, last. It was written by Lane Norcott. It is titled 
“65,999,999 Germans Guiltless.” Here it is: 

“Tt can now be revealed that the further Allied troops go into 
Germany the clearer it becomes that the German people have al- 
ways disliked the Nazi regime and hated war. 

“On their own admission—and who can doubt it?—they are the 

ost fervent peace lovers on earth, and Adolf Hitler has never been 
Fhything but extremely abhorrent to them. 

“Who, then, is responsible for this unwanted war? What hid- 
den hand put the Fuehrer in power and kept him there against the 
wish of the kindly German people? 

“Fortunately, that is revealed, too. It was a small, bespectacled 
little Kraut named Hans Puffler, of Bad-Muckinstein. 

“In 1933 Hans Puffler, secretly and unknown to the German 
people, elected Hitler to office. 

“He did this by disguising himself and running in and out of a 
polling booth 13,500,000 times. 

“Tt was Hans Puffler, and Hans Puffler alone, who shouted all 
those enthusiastic ‘Sieg Heils’ whenever his beloved Fuehrer paused 
for breath. 

“Every one of those brown-shirted supermen who used to goose- 
step down Unter den Linden was Hans Puffler. He did it entirely 
with the aid of mirrors. 


“It was Hans Puffler who staged the riots in the Sudetenland.. 


It was he who demonstrated in Danzig. 

“It was Hans’ Puffler who organized the concentration camps, 
who invented the flying bomb and the rocket, who committed 
countless atrocities singlehanded, who stole the art treasures from 
France, Italy, Belgium, Holland, Yugoslavia, Greece, Poland, Nor- 
way, Denmark and Czechoslovakia, and made slaves of the inhab- 
itants, who personally invaded Poland and started the war. 

“Do not let us blame the German people for the works of one man. 

“Of 66,000,000 Germans it will be found that 65,999,999 were 
absolutely guiltless. , 

“Hans Puffler alone among a docile, home-loving, gentle people 
is the real war criminal, and in our opinion he should be slightly 
punished, 

“Unfortunately, his whereabouts are not known, and it is 
feared that he may have escaped to a neutral country with his ill- 
gotten gains.”

Truth Hurts 
Crooks Only 


The freedom that is most taken 
for granted, and probably most 
dear to us, is the freedom to say 
what we please, when we please, 
to high or low—to rear back in 
public or private and tell the 
world what we think about it. 

Call it freedom of speech or 
freedom of the press, it is all one. 
The constitution expressly forbids 
the making of any law to abridge 
it. And any official act which in- 
terferes with it is a lawless abuse 
of power. 

Yet officials are human, and 
those who writhe under criticism 
sometimes use their power to re- 
strain or punish the critics. Many 
an angry judge, forgetting that.he 
is a servant of the law, has vio- 
lated the spirit of the law to get 
private revenge. 

Doubtless you read the story 
about the New York reporter who 
was accused of contempt of con- 
gress. A congressional committee, 
investigating charges that veter- 
ans’ hospitals are not properly 
managed, called upon him to tes- 
tify concerning articles he had 
written. 

When the chairman of the com- 
mittee, a congressman from Mis- 
sissippi, insisted that he reveal the 
source of his information, he re- 
plied: “I stand on the freedom of 
the press.” 

Here is the answer made by the 
congressman. Note the words 
carefully: 

“There is no freedom of. the 
press that permits a man to go 
in and gather information that is 
destructive to the. public welfare 
and spread it before the public.” 

Now, information means knowl- 
edge—fact, truth. If the congress- 
man had said there is no freedom 


‘to publish slanderous misinforma- 


tion and falsehood, his statement 
would have been correct. 

It might also seem correct to 
say there is no freedom to pub- 
lish truth that is destructive to the 
publie welfare. but that would be 
a contradiction in terms. It would 
be like saying: “You must not do 
good that is bad.”’ 

For publishing the truth does 
not injure public welfare. The 
truth makes men free. And the 
only men who fear the publica- 
tion of truth are those who have 
something to hide.

DeGaulle at Fault 
In Syrian Strife 


WASHINGTON—The latest display of temper 
= and temperament by Gen. Charles DeGaulle 
should be evidence enough to the French people 

that France will never return to its rightful place as one of the 


leading nations of Europe until it gets rid of its 
provisional government head. present fastidious 


After precipitating a crisis in Syria and Lebanon b 

y his blunder- 
ing tactics, DeGaulle forced the British to intervene to prevent a 
general uprising of the Arab states. 


Prime Minister Churchill, supported by President Trum i 
not hesitate to take a firm hand in putting an end to the’ ous 
ditions which threatened an uprising. To stop the blood-letting 
that had already started in Syria, Mr. Churchill sent British troops 
to the scene and ordered the French to remain in their barracks 
until they could be evacuated. 

Because of this DeGaulle, according to the New York Times 
Paris correspondent, has become so angry that his dominating im- 
pulse at the moment is to get even with My. Churchill at all costs. 

In an effort to stir up trouble for the British, he proposes that 
the Syrian question be settled at a four-power conference which 
would also consider the whole problem of the Middle and Near 
East—perhaps even extending so far as to include Egypt and India, 
regardless of how embarrassing this might be to the British. 

According to competent foreign observers, his aim at present is 
to do anything but ease Britain’s path in the Arab world. 


Considering the fact that it was Prime Minister 
Backgr ound Churchill and the British who first picked DeGaule 
up and gave him standing as leader of the Free French following 
the fall. of France in 1940, it 1s all the more surprising that the 
French provisional government head should now turn on his bene- 
factors. But for that DeGaulle would probably never have been 
heard of outside of his own circles. 

Heretofore Mr. Churchill has been one of his foremost defend- 
ers. The late President Roosevelt found him lacking from the 
start and never liked him. Churchill took a more charitable view 
and persuaded the American president to string along with the 
British plan for keeping DeGaulle in power. 

DeGaulle is naturally sore at being ordered by the British to 
behave himself in Syria. It was a blow to his pride to be called 
down and told what to do. But then the fault is his, because he 
never should have allowed himself to get in the position he did. 

France was given a mandate

which saw the country wrested from Turkish control. The mandate 

was only temporary, however. As far back as 1936 or 1937 steps 

were taken to give the country iis freedom and at least one branch 

of the French parliament took the necessary legislative action to 

we Cag Nothing was finaly done about it before the new war 
roKe, 

Then early in the present war, when French troops were sent 
there to prevent the Germans from cutting through to the Suez 
canal, new pledges were made by the French general to liberate 
the country immediately, in return for co-operation against. the 
threatened German invasion. 

The Syrians carried out their end of the bargain, but the French 
have been slow to do anything. Finally, when DeGaulle got around 
to negotiating a treaty on liberation, the Syrians claim that the 
document was wrapped up with so many concessions they were to 
make to the French that it all amounted to Syria remaining a 
French colony. 

The Syrians refused to sign and DeGaulle then sought to in- 
timidate them by putting on a show of force. He ordered fresh 
detachments of French troops to the country. That precipitated 
the blood-letting which the British, with our support, have had to 
move in to stop. 

DeGaulle was guilty of high-handed tactics. It has been neces- 
sary. for us to pin his ears back to prevent general trouble in the 
Arab world. That would have been a nice spectacle for the world 
at the very time the San Francisco Conference is meeting to write 
an international security pact. 

President Truman and Prime Minister Churchill are to be com- 
mended for the forthright manner in which they dealt with the 
situation. Otherwise, we migh. have had another small war on our 
hands keeping the Arabs quiet. 

If usually reliable Paris sources may be trusted, DeGaulle may 
be on his way out as a result of his latest display of temperament. 
His own cabinet is reported to be very much against his actions 
in Syria. 

Observers have predicted a short tenure for him from the be- 
ginning. The sooner he is out the better off France will be, it seems.

PRINCETON, N. J.—The notion 
that the common people will ap- 
plaud the spending of public mon- 
ey on their behalf but put off or 
shirE the responsibility of footing 
the bill through taxes, receives a 
rude shock in the latest nation- 
wide poll by the institute. 

Three out of every four people 
who are now required to pay fed- 
eral income taxes say there should 
be no reduction whatever in those 
taxes until after Japan is defeated. 
The typical American taxpayer is 
himself voting, in short, to keep 
unmchanged the highest tax rate in 
American history, even~ though 
powerful voices have been raised 
im comgress suggesting that the 
burden on him be eased this year. 

The genera! public likewise be-

The poll findings follow:

SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY 

The facts set forth above suggest 
that critics of democracy, scoffers 
at the masses, have rather serious- 
lv misjudged the average man in 
matters of taxation.

Political Courage 


WASHINGTON—Nothing President Truman has 
done has stirred so much fuss within his party, or 
in congress, as his forthright advocacy of a per- 

manent fair employment practices act to keep down discrimination in 
industry on the basis of race, creed, color, national origin or ancestry. 


It took political courage. 

It was an open challenge to the 
southern wing of his party, still 
powerful in congress—a challenge 
immediately accepted by the south- 
erners. The southern Democratic 
bloc not only has fought federal 
antidiscrimination legislation, but 
also has led the movement to kill 
off the wartime Federal Employ- 


create a permanent five-member 
federal employment practices com- 
mission was being bottled up by 
the House Rules Committee. 

He thus disclosed the blockad- 
ing tactics of the southerners on 
that powerful committee, which 
has had the bill since February, 
as well as the lip service by many 
Republicans. 

Besides challenging the Repub- 
licans, his plea for a permanent 
law also is a challenge to south- 
ern liberals outside congress. They 
have followed the general theory 
that the way to improve racial 
relations in the south is to raise 
the status of the Negro—and the 
white—by better paid jobs. 

This law would apply only to 
industry in interstate commerce 
and to labor unions in interstate 
commerce and to workers employ- 
ed by those with government con- 
tracts. Its object is to protect Ne- 
groes, as well as other racial 
groups, in their right to jobs and 
thus the right to better wages. It 

The primary purpose of the pro- 
posed commission is mediatory, to 
remove discriminations if possible 
by the conference method. If such 
is not possible, it may issue cease 
and desist orders which, however, 
are enforceable only by a court 
order, 

The present FEPC is entirely 
advisory. It has no power of en- 
forcement. It may cite cases to 
the President: for his action 
through regular government agen- 
cies. Thus far only one case has 
been cited, the Southern Railway 
firemen’s case. 

FEPC is a wartime agency, with 
jurisdiction only in cases involv- 
ing government contracts, direct- 
ly or indirectly. It loses its juris- 
diction immediately when plants 
become reconverted. 


The President’s demand for a 
federal FEPC act was his necend | 
challenge to the southern conserv- | 


days. The first was his 
request for a federal unemploy- 
ment compensation law for recon- 
version to supplement inadequate 
benefits of state laws. This is 
being resisted again, as it was last 
year, by conservatives, both south- 
erners and Republicans. 

It begins to look as though the 
orange blossoms and magnolias 
which symbolized the honeymoon 
of the new President and his 
southern political leaders are 
about to wither. At the same time, 
Mr. Truman has solidified him- 
self with the New Deal wing of 
the party by his championship of 
minority rights and undoubtedly 
strengthened his position with the 
minorities which are potent po- 
litically in big urban centers of 
the east and midwest.

Under the proposed constitution 
several new sections are included 
in an attempt to put local finances 
on a sounder basis.

The provisions of the present 
general appropriation act are to 
continue in force until changed by 
the legislature.

Television's 
Possibilities 
NEW YORK.—As that wonder- 
ful new world of the future comes 
nigher and nigher I find my en- 
thusiasm for television well under 
control. Television will be, for 
several years, a crude and ex- 
pensive disappointment and _ its 
clients, or consumers, will pay 


high for the slow improvements 
of a primitive experiment. 


The gaudy come-on by which 
thousands of young fighting men 
are encouraged to believe that 
they will rank as “experts” at high 
Salaries is a heartless imposition 
on their hopes. Not one in a hun- 
dred of these radio and radar 
technicians will come out of the 
service with knowledge and ex- 
perience in the field of electron- 
ics superior to that of a garage 
mechanic in the realm of automo- 
tive engineering. 

They will be, in the main, mere 
electricians with a specialty serv- 
ing a propaganda which intends 
to make use of their skill in op- 
erating this new means of expres- 
sion to the detriment of the nation 
they preserved in war, and you 
will find no more complicated sen- 
tence than that in the works of 
Felix Frankfurter himself. 


When I say that television will 
be an expensive disappointment, 
I rely on the example of audio 
radio which has been a preten- 
tious, mysterious, over-rated con- 
traption all its life to date. It 
has victimized the public to the 
extent of millions of dollars with 
false promises and high prices for 
a device whose internal works in 
mass preduction should sell prof- 
itably for a few dollars backed by 
reliable guarantees. 


The radio apparatus of the more 
elaborate sets is no more efficient 
than the same device in the cheap 
editions, which is a manner of 
saying that most of them, what- 
ever the price, are capricious and 
not dependable. After all these 
years they still crackle with static 
and cross-talk blurs reception, and 
the manufacturing departments of 
the industry. have dealt more in 
promises and excuses than in per- 
formance and good faith. 


In the phonograph department 
a device has been exploited as 
the greatest mechanical marvel 
since the invention of the wheel 
which is, in fact, a clumsy, faulty 
travesty on the commonplace 
timer that is a part of the cheap- 
est automobile. This thing has 
90 seconds to several minutes to 
make up its mind, move into po- 
sition and do its simple little job 
of turning the pancake or lifting 
it up and away. But the latest 
Statistics on the subject, which I 
Just made up and personally guar- 
antee, reveal that 72 per cent of 
them haven’t worked since Pearl 
Harbor and that, on the average, 
they work only 24 times before 
the need arises for a mechanic at 
$4 an hour plus transportation 
to and from the job. This mech- 
anism is not fit to be mentioned 
with the ordinary dollar watch of 
30 years ago. As furniture, the 
cabinets, in which cheap wires, 
bulbs, coils and moose-calls are 
housed, are arbitrarily not at all 
superior to other factory-made 
furniture and are, in many cases, 
monstrous. 

It has been said that the news- 
papers also employ professional 
opinionarians to analyze news and 
that is correct. But the difference 
is that radio welcomes as a martyr 
any psychopathic liar who has 
been thrown out of the paper be- 
cause of proven malice and false- 
hood and at present provides an 
audience for one set of black- 
guards while denying the same 
facilities to another group. If it 
barred Communists and the evil 
personalities which voice their 
propaganda as resolutely as it 
smothers two or three notorious 
preachers of hate of the opposite 
school, it would deserve public 
trust and respect. But the simple 
truth is that radio has been moral- 
ly yellow and is preparing a come- 
uppance which may be painful to 
many more people than just those 
who are implicated in this per- 
formance, 

Television plans to use Holly- 
wood movies and ham in the flesh 
as a “social force,” disguised as 
entertainment and education. This 
iS an ominous intention in view 
of the political record of the mov- 
ing picture industry and consid- 
ering the leering cynicism of so 
many actors, hack writers, mag- 
nates and serio-comic movie poli- 
ticians. By way of “educating” 
the American people, television 
plans to repeat the audio-radio 
affronteries of the Political Ac- 
tion Committeee and charge the 
victims of this conspiracy outland- 
ish prices for experimental trash 
which will be obsolete soon after 
it hits the market. 

Samuel J. Novick is one of those 
who have had the fine public spir- 
it to organize a television com- 
pany to enlighten the American 
people on social and political prob- 
lems after the war. That is par- 
ticularly kind of Mr. Novick, con- 
sidering that he comes from Rus- 
Sia, but popular gratitude will be 
less than it might be when the pa- 
tients are reminded that he has 
associated himself with a group 
of Communists in the new con- 
cern, that he has a radio company 
in Mexico and, finally, that he is 
the radio sponsor of the thief. 
Gailmor, aged 34, weight 200 
pounds in his police pedigree, 

Television has a generous plan 
for the children in that wonderful 
world of the future, the idea be- 
ing to throw television right into 
the public schools, using both 
movies and -ham on the hoof wired 
direct from Hollywood. Thus, the 
kiddies will learn further develop- 
ments in the lessons of the films 
which thus far have depicted the 
U. S. A. as a land of crime, pov- 
erty and ignorance and. congress 
as a body of knaves and fools and 
Soviet Russia the land of promise. 

I have sensed some hesitancy to 
confront the radio and movie in- 
dustries with their post-war inten- 
tions on the theory that a dog is 
entitled to his first bite. I con- 
cede the theory but hold that this 
pair of evil cubs have taken many 
a cue already.

A Word for Mr. Stettinius 


This is a political rumination of 
no great importance though I 
think it may have one or two in- 
teresting points. 

I mention the unimportance be- 
cause I think it only fair that a 
column writer should start off by 
telling his teaders if what lies 
before them is of much moment, 
so if they are in a hurry they will 
not waste time. 

This is about E. R. Stettinius 
Jr., secretary of state, and certain 
parties who are worried about his 
distiny. 

I think it quite odd that many 
persons feel that Mr. Stettinius 
should be given the gate from the 
State Department because he 
would become president in the 
event, God forbid, of Mr. Tru- 
man’s death. 

Mr. Stettinius was appointed 
secretary of state by the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and these persons 
I speak of feel that his succession 
to the presidency, though it would 
accord with the system of such 
succession adopted by this democ- 
racy, would not in any sense rep- 
resent the. elective will of the 
people, especially since Mr. S. has 
never been before the voters for 
as much as the office of dog 
catcher. 


Various men who have held elec- 
tive offices, such as Jimmy 
Byrnes, have been suggested as 
his successor as secretary of state 
that they may assume the office 
of president in the event of Mr. 
Truman’s death, though how these 
men can be said to represent any 
more than the elective will of the 
people of their own sections is not 
clear to me. 


And the elective will of some 
of these sections, by the way, 
smells to high heaven and is de- 
spised by other sections. 


Of course the possibility of suc- 
cession is not publicly advanced 
by those who say Mr. Stettinius 
should be removed. They charge 
that he is not a good secretary of 
state. As to that I do not know. 

If it be true, it seems to me 
he should be removed forthwith. 
No argument there. It is no time 
for incompetency in his position. 
But I just cannot go for the real 
reason these people say he should 
be fired which is what I tell you 
—the fear of succession. 

Among the Democratic politi- 
cians this fear is based on Mr. 
Stettinius’ lack of political experi- 
ence and among the old Roosevelt- 
hating clan on the fact that he 
was Roosevelt’s man. So was Mr. 
Truman, of course, though the New 
Dealers are now trying to make 
it appear that he was no accident 
as their vice presidential candi- 
date, but because, in the language 
of their dead chieftain, “we willed 
it that way.” 

Well, it was a doublecross of 
Jimmy Byrnes and Wallace and 
others—even the little children in 
the street knew it—and Mr, Tru- 
man was both surprised and re- 
luctant about the whole business, 
so let us not make a stroke of 
political genius out of an unex- 
pected, though it has turned out 
so far, fortuitous circumstance, 
meaning Mr. Truman’s nomination. 

As for Mr. Stettinius not being 
representative of the elective will 
of.the people, I think every po- 
litical appointee is representative 
in the ‘sense that when you elect 
a man to office you say to him 
in effect that whatever he does 
is okay with you. In effect, when 
you elect him you elect his ap- 
pointees and you certainly hold 
him responsible for them.

Revise Occupation Policies 


SOMEWHERE IN BAVARIA.— 
One cannot be long in occupied 
Germany without realizing the im- 
mediate need for a political and 
economic general staff for occu- 
pied Europe. No democratic Eu- 
rope can emerge nor can any or- 
der be properly administered un- 
der the present setup. ‘It is as 


jumbled a mess of competing ju-| 


risdictions as the American trade 
union world. . 


Certain matters in’ administra- 
tion seem to fall under no specific 
responsibility, one being the prob- 
lem of displaced persons. I pre- 
viously have estimated them at 
10,000,000 and I think that is an 
understatement. They were tak- 
en under the wing of the regular 
military as our armies swept over 
Europe, but the military now 
wants to disgorge them and the 
military governments, with their 
hands full, do not want them. 


In so far as these displaced per- 
sons organized military units of 
Axis satellites, they are war pris- 
oners under the control of their 
own officers. But a large num- 
ber of these people already are in 
civilian clothes, and thus at large 
as slave workers, many of whom 
turn out to be voluntary slaves 
either housed in stalags where the 
Germans put them near their work 
places or makeshift camps erected 
by us and controHed by self-ap- 
pointed leaders if at all. 

Some military governors want 
no control over them and say after 


leaving the rest of the carcass, 
looting peasants, stealing horses 
and having a wonderful time. 


And general political policies 
which exist are strictly negative. 
All political activity, even includ- 
ing mention of politics in sermons 
in the churches, are prohibited. 
If any German wanted to call a 
mass meeting to denounce the 
Nazis and their crimes he could 
not. 


All military governments have 
been ordered to oust local land- 
raete and find substitutes, but 
directives are to keep subofficials 
unless there are specific charges 
against them. Even police com- 
missioners appointed under the 
Nazis are kept. 

The reason given for the sup- 
pression of all political activity is 
the fear that the Communists will 
get busy. Whoever thought that 
up has no conception of the, po- 
litical movements of the Nazis. 
They are a tremendous organiza- 
tion, trained in secret conspira- 
torial methods and the Commu- 
nists also know how to organize 
under suppression. Priests who 
are close to the peopleeshave told 
me the Nazis are continually hold- 
ing secret meetings. , 

Although correspondents are 
critical of the military govern- 
ments the trouble is at the top, 
not among the majors and cap- 
tains carrying out orders or mak- 
ing their own policies in default 
of orders.

Waterways 
Had Vital Role 


In U. 5S. Victory 


CHATTANOOGA, June 17.—(/?) 
Development of America’s inland 
waterways has played an enor- 
mous part in victory, making pos- 
sible a decentralization of indus- 
try and removal of a large por- 
tion of shipbuilding from coastal 
areas and supplying a transporta- 
tion system moving well over 
100,000,000 tons a year, Chester C. 
Thompson, of Washington, presi- 
dent of the American Waterways 
Operators, Inc., asserted here to- 
day. 

In an interview Thompson said 
90 per cent of inland waterborne 
traffic is directly related to the 
war effort but that the total vol- 
ume is only about 20 per cent 
above normal peacetime traffic. 

“We have no criticism of the 
railroads in the service they have 
accomplished within their own 


sphere,” he said. “The railroads 
have done a remarkable job. 


“But they have consistently 
hampered inland waterborne traf- 
fic by attacking our rate structure 
and by other means; they have 
refused to co-operate in any rail- 
water system attempts and they 
have refused to admit the fact 
that different types of carriers are 
inherently fitted for movement of 
different types of freight.” 


The argument fhat inland wa- 
terways are developed at public 
expense, while railroads have to 
pay for their own roadbeds and 
rights of way is filled with fal- 
lacy,” he said. 

“Every cent of money spent on 
channel dredging, pool develop- 
ment and other such work = has 
been fully amortized. Not only 
has it saved this country from 
serious bottlenecks during the 
critical war period and permitted 
shipbuilding in safe inland areas, 
but it has benefitted everyone, in- 
cluding the railroads, in flood pre- 
vention. We have received full 
value for every dollar spent on 
such -work.”

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Cancel Debts of First World War, 
Settle Lend-Lease Quickly--Dewey 


NEW YORK, June 7.—f)— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey called 
tonight for cancellation of World 
War I debts and early settlement 
of lend-lease obligations arising 
out of this war. 


He also urged, in a speech pre- 
pared for a War Finance Commit- 
tee dinner, that the United States 
take the lead in reducing tariffs 
and accept the Bretton Woods pro- 
posals, despite “imperfections,” 


as a step toward solving postwar 
economic problems. 


“The 25-year-old foreign gov- 
ernment debts to the United 
States arising from World War I 
will never be paid because they 
cannot be paid,” Dewey said. “We 
should be honest and intelligent 
enough to say so officially and 
cancel them. 

“Along with this should go an 
immediate repeal of the Johnson 
act, which forbids private loans

Dewey said “the ablest brains 
of our country were excluded” 
from _ preparing the Bretton 
Woods plan and that “in many 
respects it was a clumsy job,” 
but he said the plan should be 
adopted as “a method and an or- 
ganization through which men
